Weakness in -Rail Shares 


Conspicuous During 


The Past Week. 


Industrial 
and Utility 


Groups Stubborn in 


Giving Ground.

NEW YORK, April 11—(I. N. S.) 


—The situation in trade and indus- 
try displays cross currents of a con- 
flicting character,- with the cumu- 
lative evidence of the past week's 
reports pointing to further hesita- 
tion in general business before any 
fresh upswing can' be expected to 
get under way. 
The stock market has sensed this 
change, and while better resistance 
to selling 
has been encountered 


throughout the past week, never- 
theless prices have continued in a 
down trend, with but momentary 
interruptions. Weakness has been 
most conspicuous in the rail group, 
in which losses of substantial pro- 
portions have been sustained, par- 
ticularly in such prime investment 
favorites as Atchison and Union Pa- 
cific, which have been in the van of 
the general retreat. 
Contrary to expectations of the 
bear faction, however, the industrial 
and utility groups have refuted to 
follow the lead of the carrier list, 
and have given way but stubbornly. 
Of courshe there have been excep- 
tions to this rule where unexpected- 
ly unfavorable earnings reports have 
come to hand, as illustrated by the 
abrupt declines in Westinghouse 
Electric and Johns Manville, but in 
the main the ranking pivotal lead- 
ers have performed in creditable 
manner. The market as a whole, as 
measured by the Standard Statistics 
index of ninety composite stocks has 
shown a net decline of less than 2 
points in the week, while the loss in 
the rail group alone has totaled 3 
points, with this average establish- 
ing a new low for the year during 
this period. 
Bond Market Weak. 
The action of the bond market Is 
not such as to impart any fresh en- 
thusiasm for the bullish contingent. 
It is customary in the final stages 
of a bear market for the bond sec- 
tion to begin to display quiet firm- 
ness, thus giving the signal to the 
junior market that the early stages 
of an advancing trend are not far 
off. 
The 
persistent 
weakness of 
bonds in recent days, with particu- 
lar softness in the rail securities, 
may signify a further delay in 
hoped for improvement in the stock 
market. 


The. outstanding constructive de- 
velopment in the rather unpleasant 
business tidings of the past week 
has been the sharp expansion in 
buildme contracts. According to the 
F. W. Dodge corporation, the aver- 
age daily value of contracts 
in 
March, at $14,246,388, represented an 
increase of 33J2 per cent over the 
daily rate in February, against a 
normal seasonal increase of 24.2 per 
cent. The more than seasonal in- 
crease of the March daily average, 
following a proportionately extra- 
seasonal rise of the daily rate in 
February, is a particularly encour- 
aging feature. 
The steel industry continues to 
show a disappointing absence of fol- 
low-up orders, such as characterized 
its recent upturn from the low levels 
of January. 


Ingot Production Less. 


Another decrease in ingot produc- 
tion has been reported in the past 
week, with the industry as a whole 
now operating at" 53 per cent of ca- 
pacity, as against 55 per cent in the 
previous week. Steel prices are more 
or less uncertain in tone, thus mak- 
ing the prospect 
for satisfactory 
earnings by leading makers a not 
very encouraging prospect. 
The 


United States Steel unfilled tonnage 
report for March showed an in- 
crease of 30,136 tons, which was 
somewhat less than expected, but it 
is reported that several of its im- 
portant orders recently received were 
not included in this total. 
The continued decline in the in- 
dex of wholesale commodity prices, 
as compiled by The Annalist, is 
another of the Increasing quota of 
adverse items to come to attention. 
While the loss was but fractional, it 
hss carried the averages to the low- 
est point since 1914 and according 
to this authority the ' downward 
sweep since July. 1929, when the in- 
dex stood at 151, to its present 
level at 107.7, has been one of the 
steepest in the history of commod- 
ity prices. 


Electric power output shows a 


tendency to improve, but oncrations 
in the automobile industry'and the 
current level of freight carloadings. 
do not appear to promise much at 
the moment for a rapid return to 
normalcy.

ON HOOVER RULE 


Walsh Says Democrats 


Can Win Presidency 
On Economic Issues. 


Asserts Confidence of 


People Shaken in 
Republican Party. 


NEW YORK, April 11—(I. N. S.) 


—Flailing the Hoover administra- 
tion lor unemployment, economic 
distress, the stock market debacle 
and agricultural depression, Senator 
David I. Walsh, democrat, Massa- 
chusetts, tonight told the Demo- 
cratic National club at a Jefferson 
day dinner that the democratic 
party can win the presidency in 
1932 
if it concentrates on economic 


issues. 


Walsh declared the nation was 


ready to elect a democratic presi- 
dent but insisted the contest should 
be fought upon the record of the 
Hoover administration. He men- 
tioned the prohibition issue, brand- 
ing it a failure and declaring in 
favor of a modified Raskob plan 
for application of the 
Jefferson 


doctrine of state's rights to regula- 
tion of the liquor traffic. 


Predicts Better Times. 


A tumultuous gathering of eastern 


democrats heard Walsh review the 
record of the Hoover administration. 
He predicted "better times ahead," 
but charged the administration was 
"face to face with a grave crisis in 
government." 
The administration's recent ad- 


missions of 6,000,000 unemployed and 
a $700,000^000 treasury deficit, said 
Walsh, along with its abandonment 
of the farm board's wheat buying 
policy, have shaken the confidence 
of the people in the republican 
party. With unemployment a "tragic 
problem," the treasury facing a pos- 
sible deficit of $2,000,000,000 within 
another year, foreign imports de- 
clining and farm prices still falling, 
Walsh declared the democrats had 
a. "golden opportunity" for victory 
in 1932. 
Prosperity Myth Exploded. 
"Conditions beyond the president's 


control have exploded the myth that 
prosperity is an inevitable con- 
comitant of republican rule," said 
Walsh. Then, after referring to ad- 
ministration explanations of bad 
times, Walsh added "During the 
time the unsound speculation and 
extensive inflation in finance, the 
pyramiding of wealth and the re- 
capitalization of industry were go- 
ing on since the World war, not a 
hand nor a voice was raised in pro- 
test of restraint by those to whom 
the people had a right to look for 
preventive measures against an in- 
escapable' economic cataclysm. 
"Indeed, the party in control of 
the administration in Washington 
in election after election pointed to 
these conditions as evidence of real 
prosperity and guaranteed that this 
prosperity, which we now know was 
based on false standard, was de- 
structive of the public welfare and 
was a breeder of contempt by gov- 
ernment, would be maintained in- 
definitely if the people continued to 
entrust "the republican party with, 
control of the government"

Mr. Hoover was held to-belleve tha 
i,he leaders of industry and buslnes^ 
were abiding by the promise they 
made to him here in 1929 to co 
operate with the government b; 
preventing a deflation of wages and 
lowering the American standard o. 
living 


LaGuardia directed his chaige 
against the quartermaster depait- 
ment at West Point military acad- 
emy "which has been most unfair 
snd unfavorable to labor for severa 
years," and requested secretary o 
Labor Doak to investigate and pre- 
sent the facts to Mr. Hoover 


Cites Low Wages. 


Skilled laborers, such as bricklay- 


ers, plasterers and stone masons are 
being paid "from 68 to 75 cents an 
hour less" -than the prevailing 
wages in Highland Falls, Newburgh 
and Mtddleburgh in the immediate 
vicinity of West Point, the congress- 
man asserted. 


"These conditions were brought to 


the attention of the secretary of 
war only recently by officials of the 
bricklayers, masons ana plasterers 
union," LaGuardia said. 


"I am informed that these offi- 
cials were told by the quartermas- 
ter's office that they %vere acting 
vinder orders and would pay the 
prevailing rate of wages when 
ordered to do so." 


He said it was unfortunate that 
one of the government's own de- 
Dartments "is setting a bad example 
to industry and is placing the ad- 
ministration in a most ridiculous 
position" Because of this he feels

Ransom Demand Reduced.

Herndon, jr, thus may land m Mos- 
cow and follow the trans-Siberian 
railroad rcute across Asia, saving; 
4,000 miles on their globe encircling 
jaunt. An application for a permit, 
filed recently through the Amtorg 
Trading corporation in New York, 
was rejected by Moscow. It appeared 
the fliers would have to follow the 
long, hazardous route south of Rus- 
sia. 


Seek Borah's Aid. 


Knowing Borah was a 
staunch 


aif/ocate of Russian recognition, the 
fliers sought his assistance. On April 
8 the senate foreign relations com- 
mitte chairman sent the following 
message to Maxim Litvinoff, soviet 
commissioner of foreign affairs: 


"Am deeply interested in Amer- 
ican pilots Pangborn and Herndon 
being permitted to land in Moscow. 
(Signed) William E Bcrah " 


On April 9. Borah received 
the 


following direct reply from Litvin- 
off. 


"Application Pangborn, Herndon, 


will be re-examined and your inter- 
est taken into consideration. Signed 
Litvinoff." 


Wish Is Granted. 


Today the soviet information bur- 
eau here received a cablegram frcm 
Litvlhoff, saying the fliers would be 
granted permission to cross Russia 
and land in Moscow. This message 
was telephoned to Borah. 
This is the third time Borah has 


defied diplomatic precedent by com- 
municating directly with a foreign 
state.

In 1928 he appealed to Litvinoff 
to send aid to Carl Eielson, an 
American aviator lost in the Arctic 
snows. A Russian flier eventually 
found Eielson, dead. 
Last year when sentiment

ran high against the Soviets because 
it was reported they planned

rabbis.

asked Litvinoff if the reports were 
true. The Russian replied that all 
but three of the rabbis had been 
freed.

Guy Spurrier and Gerata Cella 


Spurrier brought suit against the 
Mitchell irrigation district and the 
Gering and Fort Lararr.ie irriga- 
tion district for $49,590, claiming 
damages in this amount had re- 
sulted from seepage of water from 
irrigation canals because the water 
raised the water table under their 
land and prevented proper drain- 
age of the soil. 
The trial court supported their 
Jaim, and awarded $2,612.76 dam- 
ares. The Nebraska Supreme court 
re-. ersed this judgment, on the 
grounds that the irrigation districts 
ha'l not been negligent, that the 
owner of an irrigation canal is not 
liable for unintentional damages, 
tha'. irrigation districts are com- 
mon carriers and cannot refuse to 
furnish water to those entitled to 
it, that irrigation is a necessity for 
1 agriculture in a large area of Ne- 
braska and hs been recognized and 
encouraged, that where water is 
supplied "in the interest of good 
husbandry," 
the 
subterranean 


drainage from it is a burden the 
lower land must bear, and that the 
irrigation districts had violated no 
property rights. 


Go To Federal Court. 
The Spurriers then appealed to 


the United States Supreme court,, 
claiming violation 
of the 14th 
amendment to the constitution by 
depriving them of their property 
without due process of law, alleg- 
ing that the irrigation 
districts 


damaged their property for a pub- 
lic use without compensation; that 
the Nebraska Supreme court erred 
in holding that the irrigation district 
laws afforded no remedy for seep- 
age and damage to land outside of 
the 
voluntarily formed 
district, 


while providing an adequate rem- 
edy to those within the district 
suffering like damages, thus, ac- 
cording to the Spurrier claim, de- 
priving them of the equal protec- 
tion of the laws in contravention 
of the 14th amendment.

briefs for 
the 
Spurriers 


further insist that the Nebraska 
high court erred in holding that a 
voluntary corporation for the im- 
provement of property is not liable 
,for 
"foreseeable 
and 
removable 
damages caused by the operation 
of the improvement." and in hold- 
ing that, in the absence of negli- 
gence, there can 
be no liability 


against an irrigation district "for

sound in classifying an irrigation 
district as different from another 
corporation or person 


The Mitchell district added that 
it had not caused 
the damage, 
having operated for a quarter of 
a century without 
injuring 
the 


land in question, and that what- 
ever the judgment as to the other 
disrict, the Mitchell disnct is in 
no way responsible. 


Denies Causing Damage. 


The Mitchell district's brief adds 
that the Spurrier argument is 
based upon several erroneous as- 
sumptions, among which are.

2. That the common law of Ne- 


braska did not contain the right 
to appropriate and use water for 
irrigation as an incident to owner- 
ship of land

braska until the insertion of the 
provision on the subject in the 
constitution in 1920

The house would then have 
the choice of fishing up another ap- 
propriation bill and amending it 
nito the form of a new budget 
measure, or asking the senate to 
reconsider. Such a request 
from 


the house 
would undobtedly be 


granted by the senate, and if the 
house should express a desire to 
have H. R 242 returned to its pos- 
session the 
senate 
-would also 
comply. 


Under either procedure, the house 


would again have before it a gen- 
eral appropriation bill which could 
be amended In any manner a ma- 
jority of the members saw fit. All 
or any part of the items which were 
automatically dropped from H. R. 
242 when it passed the house last 
week with less than the three-fifths 
majority needed to over-rrde the 
governor's budget recommendations 
could thus be reinserted; or, some 
of them might be modified and new 
ones added 


It is not believed that Governor 


Bryan has constitutional power to 
submit a new budget to the legisla- 
ture at this time, since it is speci- 
fied in article 4, section 7, that he 
must do this "at the commence- 
ment" of the legislative session. By 
statute he is limited to a period of 
15 days after taking office for the 
presentation of the budget. 


Demos Won't "Die In Ditch." 
Members of the democratic min- 
ority in the house, who defeated all 
excess items in the budget bill by 
voting almost solidly against them, 
are by no means unanimous in the 
desire to maintain a compact par- 
tisan front against these Items 
Three of them who so voted de- 
clared Saturday that they were 
willing to compromise if the repub- 
licans would meet them in a con- 
ciliatory way.

In the Heart of His 


Native Ohio. 


President and High Of- 


ficials Bow at Bier of 


Staunch Friend. 


, CINCINNATI, O., April if— fUP) 
f— Speaker Nicholas Longworth, a 
beloved citizen sincerely mourned, 
rested tonight in the heart of Ohio 
where for more tha'n a century and 
a quarter his ancestors labored and 
made American history. 
His funeral services, impressive 
through the attendance of Presi- 
dent Herbert Hoover, eminent mem- 
bers of both houses of congress and 
officials paying him the honor due 
a speaker of the house, were digni- 
fied in their simplicity, and touch- 
ing in that they drew to his bier 
hundreds whose friendship was for 
the man himself, and whose affec- 
tlonaate regard 
sprang from his 
kindliness and personality. 
Nicholas Longworth was buried 


in the hills over which he roamed as 
a boy, and near the ancestral lands 
where successive generations 
of 
Longworths since 1804 lived, -worked, 
'grew in the esteem of their neigh- 
bors, and died. 
No Great Throng. 


There was no great throng at his 
burial place, though thousands had 
given their sorrowful testimonial 
and tribute at Christ church, where 
Bishop Coadjutor Henry Wise Hob- 
son led the services. 
Instead, the witnesses of the last 
touching scene were those immedi- 
ate members of his family, whose 
depth 
of mourning was 
undis- 


guised, the presidential party, the 
congressional delegation and the ac- 
tive and honorary pallbearers. 


As Bishoh Hobson read the brief 
ritual for the dead, the silence of 
the quiet graveyard was broken by 
the whirr of two airplanes flying 
low over Spring Grove cemetery, to

The note of fine simplicity was 
recurrent through a day of tribute. 
At Christ church, seat of the Epis- 
copal see of southern Ohio, the 
rfcemces were marked alonz by a 
wealth of rich music—the composi- 
tions of Handel and Hayden, of 
Mozart and Bach, for Longworth 
was a musician, deeply appreciative 
of the masters, and it had been-his 
request that he go to his rest to the 
accompaniment of those great 
works. 
At times the eyes of the mourners 


were directed to Mrs. Alice Boose- 
velt Longworth, his widow, for they 
'realized the depth of her feeling. 
But-her composure, the heritage of 
the Roosevelts, was magnificent. 
Little 
Paulina 
Longworth, their 


6-year-old daughter, was not pres- 
ent. She had been told of her 
fathpr's death only today. 


Memorable Setting-. 
Beautiful weather, a warm sun, 
the budding of trees, provided a 
memorable setting for the services. 
Under these brilliant skies thousands 
of his neighbors and friends, al- 
though unable to go within the 
small church gathered outside to 
discuss his life and works, and to 
pay him a last gesture of respects 
as the funeral procession passed. 
In this outpouring of fnends, the 
"official" character of the nation's 
mourning was engulfed and for- 
gotten. It was Nick Longworth of 
Cincinnati they were burying, not 
t h e Hon. Nicholas Longworth, 
speaker of the house. 
The floral offerings that poured 
in upon the Longworth family came 
from the highest in the land and 
the humblest in the city. The presi- 
dent's tntvte was a large wreath of 
holly, ivy and fern. Vice president 
Charles Curtis, calling at the Long- 
worth home, left a spray of pink 
roses.

(U. P.)—A gigantic liquor manu- 
facturing plant, which may 
have 


had some connection vilth the 'mys- 
terious disappeaiance and murder 
of Enid Marriott. Wiggins. Colo., 
school teacher, was raided tonight. 


Thiee men were arrested and one* 


woman, 600 hundred gallons of 
whisky ready for marketing, 9,000 
gallons of mash and a still capable 
of producing 500 gallons of whisky 
at a time, was seized. 


The raid was conducted by Sher- 


iff Rufus Johnston, aided by Walter 
BjTon head of a Denver 'detective 
agency, and a posse. 


Charles Lombardi. 35; John Sa- 
bino.

55. of Wiggins, and Mrs. Mullen, 
assertedly acting as lookout, was 
sunning herself in the nude when 
the officers arrived at the isolated 
ranch near where the whisky plant

It was the largest bootleg man- 
ufacturing plant ever discovered in 
northeastern Colorado.

Property Values Qrow 


With Improvements 


Modernization Pays .Dividends in Comfort 


It goes without saying that a city 


or town s judged largely by the 
appearance of its homes. 
The 


stranger who drives through the 
streets passes summary judgment 
or what he sees. The town is good 
or bad. depending on whether the 
residences are modern or antiquated 
in appearance. 
That is just one aspect of the 


problem of modernization that is 
engaging the attention of the public 
at the present time. 
Civic pride 


demands that the city shall be com- 
prised of smart appearing homes. 
The liveliness and rogressiveness" of 
the community from the outsiders' 
•viewpoint depends largely on ap- 
pearance. 


Not only this but the desirability 


of living in a certain section of a 
town is based largely on the ap- 
pearance of the homes in that vi- 
cinity. The better part of town is 
usually that part which can boast 
of the newer residences. 


Desirability Measures Values. 


The desirability of a house Is hi 


a large degree a measure of its 
value. 
This desirr.bility depends 


not only on its external appear- 
ance but also on the arrangement 
of the interior, the method of heat-, 
ing. the type of plumbing, the style 
of electrical fixtures, the choice of 
painting and decorating. If 
the 


home is up-to-date in these respects, 
it carries a higher value. If it is 
not modern, no matter how strong 
and substantially built, no matter 
how sturdy its construction, its in- 
trinsic value is low. The home 
owner with a modern apearing resi- 
dence can command a decidedly 
higher price than his neighbor next 
door whose home is old in design 
and layout. 


And he can sell this modern resi- 


dence in a slow market for these 
reasons. 


Property value depends largely on 


the type of homes in the locality. 
The moderization of a residence 
will add -value, not only to the 
house, itself, but also to property 
near it. This movement extended 
to a neighborhood will increase 
property value by ten or twenty 
per cent. 


A Good Business Proposition. 


Modernizing a residence is a good 


business proposition. 
It lifts th° 


house from the undesirables into 
the desirable classification. Old and 
undesirable property is good only 


for a first mortgage loan of less 
than 25 per cent of its value. 


On the other hand the same prop- 


erty modernized becomes good for 
a first mortgage loan of 50 per cent 
of its value. 


The appraiser of the house judges 


largely by its appearance. He esti- 
mates its value not from the sound- 
ness of its timbers or the value of 
good workmanship that was put into 
it by the early building contractor, 
but by the outside lines, the floors, 
the plumbing, the lighting fixtures 
and other visible evidences of up- 
to-date 
construction. 
Such 
an 


estimate may seem superficial but it 
is based largely on the proposition 
of a quick sale. The appraiser is 
basing his figures on the reaction 
of a possible purchaser. He knows 
that the average purchaser of a 
home will buy sooner if the resi- 
dence'has the elements of moderni- 
zation.

Arena. This was quite a financial 
comedown for Berlenbach who, in 
his last appearance in Brooklyn, was 
guaranteed $125,000. 
v Only a small turnout of fans wit- 
nessed "Oom Paul's" achievement, 
if, indeed.' it could be called that. 
They scarceley could have paid more 
than $2,000. And yet less than five 
years ago, on July 26, 1926, a vast 
crowd paid $478,000 to see him drop 
his title on a close decision to Jack 
Delaney in Ebbets Field, not a great 
distancs from where he fought the 
other night. 


Pathetic Figure. 


Berlenbach's "come-back" show- 
ing was rather pathetic. Clark, a 
negro veteran, had little to offer.

Some mention has been made, from time to time, of 


Knute Rockne's scuperstitions. 


His players who have invaded the "Plains"' at West Point 


recall that they were always required to* use the waiters' en- 
trance. 
It is a known fact that Rockne and his teams, while in 


Chicago, invariably stopped at the Auditorium hotel, on the 
lake front. It is a matter of record that no Notre Dams 
team in the Rockne era ever lost a game in Chicago. 


Not Always Superstitious. 


That is one phase of the Rockne 


superstitions 
That he was not 


wholly superstitious, I am prepared 
to prove. If he had been, it is im- 
probable that he would have de- 
parted on the fatal journey to the 
Pacific coast, much as he liked that 
great section and its residents. 


For Rockne recognized the fact, 


coincidental or not, that each suc- 
cessive visit was accompanied oy 
trouble. 
, .. .. 
The evening before he leit tne 


office of the Herald and Examiner, 
to catch the train, for Kansas City 
and begin the air journey that 
ended in tragedy, Rockne himself 
brought up this subject. 


"Well," he said, "I wonder what 


will happen, this time?" 
The topic, developed, presents, to 


me at least, a strange series of co- 
incidences. 
As far back as the appearance of 
the "Four Horsemen" at Pasadena, 
in the New Year's game of 1925, 
events transpired that left Rockne 
many unhappy moments. 


Crowley's Life In Balance. 


The game with Stanford was a 
thrilling spectacle. And, although it 
was won by Notre Dame, 27 to 10, 
the gruelling contest took its toll. 
Within a day after it, Jimmy Crow- 
ley, one of the "Horsemen," 
ex- 


hausted from the play, collapsed, 
and for a time his life hung in the 
balance- 
. 
This, in itself, was disaster enough, 


but when one of the frequent news- 
paper controversies broke out, over 
something that had been said— or 
hadn't been said, as it later de- 
veloped—over the Stanford style of 
play, there was trouble enough for 
a team Of Rocknes. 
On a subsequent trip to Los An- 


geles, this time with the University 
of Southern California as his ob- 
jective, Rockne stopped over with 
the team at Tucson. 
He was host, as he has always 


been, to the sports writers and per- 
mitted them the freedom of the 
practice field. 
Some of them, considering 
It 


iheir line of duty, brought back and 
published details of offense and de- 
fense that were supposed to have 
been held secret. 


Kock Nerer Forgot It. 


Rockne never forgot that inci- 
dent. He forgave it. years later. 
and even used it as the basis of 
some of his humorous stories, in 
Los Angeles, no later than the re- 
cent winter. 
But at the time, and for a long 


while thereafter, he was Ttary of 
newspapermen who looked too much 
like investigators, or ••scout!." 


On another trip, little Jack, one 


of Rockne's sons, was left at home 
in South Bend, and even as the 
game •Kith Southern California ins 
being played, the youngster -was en- 
gaged in a fight for his life from 
complications that had set in after 
the lodging of a peanut sheE In 
his throat 
Uttte Jack, the last of the Rock- 
nes, put up a fight that ms worthy 
of his sire and -won through to 
recovery.

Jack Dempsey said he'd never fight again, and a few 


days later stood right up in a Chicago court and offered to 
fight Harry Wills "any time the promoters put up that mil- 
lions dollars they offered." 


Well, you couldn't blame Dempsey for changing his 


mind if there's that much profit in it^ 


\ 


Jack Still Pretty Good. 
Jack Dempsey never could be the 
ironMUted ring tiger he was when 
he battered the gigantic Willard 
into a helpless hulk. But he could 
be a very good fighter if he wanted 
to come back, even now. Dempsey 
is only a year older than Bob Fitz- 
simmons was when-Bob knocked out 
Jim Corbett for the world's cham- 
pionship. 
He is four years younger than 
Fitzsimmons was when Fitz put up 
the greatest fight of his life, batter- 
ing the greatest heavyweight cham- 
pion of them all, Jim Jeffries, to a 
bleeding pulp in that San Francisco 
ring, smashing both hands in the 
vain effort to crush big Jeff down, 
and being knocked out himself only 
when both hands were gone. 
Corbett and Jeffries. 
Dempsey is only a year older than 
Jim Corbett was when Jim startled 
the world by fighting 23 fast rounds 
against Champion Jeffries at Coney 
Island, before Jeff caught him and 
knocked him out. 
There isn't any reason why Demp- 
sey couldn't get into shape to fight 
one of the short touts of today, 10 
or 15 rounds, against any heavy- 
weight now in sight. He'd have a 
lot of trouble with a clever young- 
ster like Stribling, while Schmeling, 
with his combination of rugged en- 
durance and good fighting judg- 
ment, would not be an easy mark. 
I'd place a come-back Dempsey, 
if he was well handled in his train- 
ing, a 50-50 chance with either of 
these two, even today. He'd beat 
Sharkey because he has Sharkey's 
goat. He'd beat Camera because he 
could easily beat Camera to the 
punch. He'd beat a lot of them, if 
he wanted to try. 
Wills Hollow Shell 


As for Dempsey's fighting old 
Harry Wills, that would be just a. 
joke. It wouldn't have made a fight 
years ago, when the match was on 
and the promoters couldn't find a 
state that would stand for it. Wills 
was washed up when Sharkey 
whipped him, and long before that 
—but nobody knew it. He had to 
hold and wrestle through bouts and 
he couldn't take a punch or land 
one without holding his target mo- 
tionless with the other hand—his 
favorite trick.

PPARENTLY there are a good 
many ways in which a golf 
ball can be struck correctly—some 
of the time. That is, there are dif- 
ferent methods which, when they 
are functioning properly, and are 
correctly timed, will accomplish the 
desired results with a golf balL 
But. after all, the method we 
are all seeking is the one which is 
reliable; the one which affords the 
player the widest margin of error, 
and the one which places ;pon his 
physical mechanism the least pos- 
sible burden of accuracy. 
There has never yet lived a. golfer 


who could go out day after day 
and be certain that he would have 
the "touch." So what we all want 
is a manner of playing which will 
allow us to make our little mistakes 
without paying too dearly for them,

HAVE In mind particularly two 
methods of playing the iron 
shots, which one sees employed by 
some of our Yery best players, both 
amateur and professional. 
It might be said that these play- 
ers divide themselves into two 
schools—the one which fxrors the 
downward stroke, striking the ball 
before the club has reached the 
low point of its arc; and the other 
which inclines toward ' the stroke 
which flicks the ball cleanly off

These games may have Improved, 
but that wasn't due to the fact 
that admission was charged. The 
game was just as interesting when 
played at West Point. 
ALL of the big relays meets this 


spring are attracting record 
fields. More than a thousand ath- 
letes from sixteen states competed 
in the Texas Relays. 
The Penn relays and the Drake 
relays have the biggest entry lists 
this year in the history of the two 
classics. 
All of which is preliminary to the

Golfers 
usually talk of 
Improving their 
swing w h e n 
what they mean 
is i m p r o v ing 
their golf.

BACKGAMMON OF TODAY 


BY JOHN LONGACRE. 


(This is the loth of a series of articles on this highly 


interesting game.) 


Article Fifteen—Chouctte. 


This is a method of play, not 


confined to Backgammon—original- 
ly, it was used at Piquet—by which 
a game, primarily for two, may be 
played by several. The French 
Chouette, or screech owl, is always 
attacked by all the other birds; 
therefore, here, one player, who is 
"in the box," is opposed by all the 
others. 
Each player throws one die. The 


highest number is "in the box," the 
next highest becomes his playing 
opponent, and the other allies back 
the play of this opponent with their 
stake, and, if he is defeated, suc- 
ceed to his position in order of their 
dice. 
The "box" therefore risks as many 


times the agreed stake as there are 
players against him. But he plays 
this multiple stake only while win- 
ning; as soon as he loses a game, 
he takes his place as the last of the 
allies, the winning opponent takes 
the "box," and is in turn played by 
the succeeding ally. Thus, while 
success is profitable to the player 
in the "box," ill luck is not disas- 
trous, because he can lose only one 
game at multiple stakes. 


The 
game itself is played as 


usual; doubles, redoubles, and dou- 
ble games increasing the initial 
stake in the customary manner, for 
each player. The only original fea- 


ture is in the relationship between 
the allies and their playing repre- 
sentative. Each move is subject .to 
the discussion, criticism, and sug- 
gestion of any of them, but the 
final decision rests with the actual 
player, and. in regard to the play 
his action is binding on all his as- 
sociates. Any increase of the stake, 
however, is a matter of individual 
option. No one is compelled to offer 
or accept a double which he con- 
siders disadvantageous. 
For instance, A is playing in the 


"box" against B, C, D, and E. A 
doubles, thereby offering to play for 
eight times the stake. B and C are 
willing to accept the double, but D 
and E consider the position un- 
favorable- D and E then forfeit 
their original stakes to B and C, 
and their interest in that game is 
terminated. B and C then jointly 
put up the eight stakes called for 
by A's double, and .the game pro- 
ceeds, with B and C sharing in the 
final profit or loss. 
In like'manner, should B, who is 


playing, wish to double but C, D 
and E disapprove, the three latter 
forfeit their original stakes to B, 
who thenceforward assumes all fi- 
nancial liability for the game.

and special delivery mail was de- 
scribed as the difference between 
safety and speed at destination. The 
dead' letter office, Mr. Gillaspie 
stated, in a year receives about 
twenty-three million letters, with 
much loss of time and money, al- 
most entirely due to carelessness in 
addressing and lack of return card 
on the envelope. Mr. Gillaspie dis- 
played pictures of the mail planes, 
including a "monomail" ship to be 
put into service soon, which main- 
tains a cruising speed of 170 miles 
an hour. The Boeing company is the 
only one employing girls on their 
ships, they being used as steward- 
esses.

Miss Hilda Tillinghast Tells 


Of Her Work With Deaf 


' In Schools. 


The Lincoln Axis club met at the 


Lindell hotel Tuesday night and 
heard an address on teaching deaf 
children 
Miss Hilda Tillinghast 


was the speaker. She is instructor 
of deaf children at the Prescott 
school and, in addition to telling of 
her work, gave demonstrations, as- 
sisted by two of her pupils. 


Teaching the deaf was unknown 


in the United States prior to the 
end of the eighteenth century, ac- 
cording to Miss Tilhnghast. At that 
time, she said, the principles of the 
work were introduced into America 
by a Connecticut school teacher 
who had studied, the methods used 
abroad. 


At first the instruction is largely 


a matter of gestures, according to 
Miss /Tillinghast. After that lan- 
guage is taught by using objects, 
gestures, pictures and by observa- 
tion and lip-reading." The child is 
then, able to progress in other sub- 
jects. It usually is quite easy for 
the deaf child to learn to write 


Miss Tillinghast comes from a 
family of teachers of the deaf. Her 
grandfather followed the work for 
many years, and her father is now 
an instructor in the South Dakota 
school for the deaf.

The Bobolink 


By Miss Carrie Jacobs 


We may know more of bobolink 
through what is written about it 
than through what we have seen 
here, for we are just a little too far 
south to see it in its summer home 
and much too far north to see It 
in its winter home. Neither do we 
see much of it as it migrates from 
one home to.the other. 
The states in the northeastern 
part of our country seem to suit it 
best for a summer home and here 
is -where they know it as a jolly fel- 
low. Here and there, about here, 
they are seen and all who are on 
the lookout for birds may have a 
chance to see them. Farther north 
in this state they are more plenti- 
ful. 
The greater number choose a 


way farther east when they jour- 
ney back and forth, but even here 
during the clear evenings of late 
April and early May, and again in 
parts of August and 
September, 
their tink, tink calls can be heard 
overhead, as signals to keep the 
flock together. Few birds travel a 
greater distance. They leave their 
summer homes in August or Sep- 
tember and turn their faces toward 
Florida. 


Many spend some time in the rice 
fields on the -way and are known as 
rice birds. Because many are seen 
among the reeds along the rivers 
where they find grass seeds they 
are called reed birds. From Florida 
numbers go to the islands out in the 
Atlantic Ocean. Upon some of 
these islands are tall grasses and 
here the birds feed until they be- 
come fat and are called butter birds. 
Their Journey is not yet finished. 


Along in October or November they i 
leave Florida and the islands and; 
fly a long distance over the ocean 
to South America, where they spend 
the rest of the -winter. In aD they 
travel between six and seven thou- 
sand miles. Again in spring Uus dis- 
tance is gone over to reach * place 
to build a ncs* and rear three or 
four young bobolinks. No one knows 
just when they start back, but they 
are back again In Florida in April 
and reach their summer home in 
May. They spend about four months 
•with us and twice that long a time 
in their -winter home and on the 
way there and hack. 
When you think of this do you 
wonder -why?, 
The red-winged blackbirds and 
others stop and spend the winter in 
our southern states bat bobolink 
has chosen to go. or is sent by Its 
Maker, a roach greater distance. No 
wonder men of great minds have 
pondered this question of migra- 
tion and bare not been able to 
solve the problem. Much has been

Audubon heard them in

HEN forty - six new 


members of Nebraska 


Alpha of Phi Beta Kappa 
were elected at the University 
of Nebraska Tuesday, many 
queried verbally or mentally 
concerning- the histories of 
those who had had the honor 
in previous years. 


Nebraska has chosen more 


than eight hundred of its 
senior students for this na- 
tional honorary scholastic 
group, since its charter was 
granted thirty-five years ago, 
February 15, 1896. 


The 
accomplishments of 


that many hundreds seemed 
rather a formidable task, 
especially when those of the 
last decade are yet too youth- 
ful to have been singled out. 
for fame for noteworthy 
achievement. 


During the first decade of this 
chapter, something over two hun- 
dred students of high learning were 
admitted to membership. They have 
gone,into varied occupations, and 
names that have come to note are 
sprinkled through those first ten 
years of the group. 
Educators in colleges, high schools 
and universities, missionaries and 
religious workerss. bankers, nurses, 
a doctor or so. judges, botanists. 
librarians an electrical engineer, 
journalist, business men of varied 
occupation, a research 
chemist, 
farmer, attorneys, bacteriologist, and 
civil service employes are the paths 
those two hundred have taken. A 
score or so are deceased. Some are 
unknown in the records, but a small 
number, compared to those who 
have been selected.

shows one thing, that the brilliant 
college woman does not scorn mar- 
riage. She may postpone it until she 
has tried out the value of her new 
sheepskin, but the women Phi Beta, 
Kappas of the first decade have in 
large numbers given up the business 
world for the less adventurous but 
ever fascinating seven rooms and a 
breakfast nook, some of them have 
continued their special interest af- 
ter marriage, but their chief work 
is—occupation, house wife.

Phi Beta Kappa elections were 
made again in June, 1896, when sev- 
eral of the new members were mem- 
bers of earlier classes.

misrioners, acting in co-oper- 
ation with the Fairbury Ro- 
tary 
club, at the regular 


meeting of the county board 
Wednesday. 


Commissioners C. H. Koe- 


nig, George Patterson 
and 


Fred 
Deffer 
were 
quite 


pleased with the plan, as sub- 
mitted to them by C. C. 
Howell nad C. M. Hurlburt, 
the committee from the Ro- 
tary club. 


The commissioners agreed 


to appropriate $400 from the 
county general fund for the 
purchase of the land sur- 
rounding the site, and also 
agreed to grade the driveway 
leading into the proposed 
park. The Rotary club has 
authorized the committee to 
spend whatever additional is 
necessary to buy the land and 
fence the park. 


It is planned to start work 


as soon as the necessary pa- 
pers can be arranged, convey- 
ing the title to the county. It 
is the plan, providing the D. 
A. R.'s local chapter is agree- 
able, to make them custodians 
of the park when the work is 
completed. Mrs. F. G. En- 
delman. regent, has stated 
that she thinks they will be 
glad to take charge of the 
park.

The following story regarding the 


cliff carvings appeared in the Fair- 
bury News last September, at which 
time Miss Inez Cully of Seymour 
Mo., wrote to Secretary R. E. Riley 
of the Fairbury chamber of com- 
merce, asking for a picture of the 
rock for use as the title page of a 
book which she is preparing on ihc 
Oregon Trail:

neer Days of the Oregon Trail." has 


I the following account of Fremont's 
expedition, -which b said to havs1 


has slabbed and fallen off. The 
writer was at this place in 1883. and 
has the word of many old settlers 
that hundreds of names were here 
during the sixties and seventies, wtib 
dates of 1840 to 1850, one date be- 
ing 1832." 


Rock Near Endicott. 


The rock cliff, which is composed 


mainly of soft sandstone, is located 
on the south bank of Rock Creek, 
and along the right of way of the 
St Joseph-Denver line of the Burl- 
inirton. about a mile and a half 
northeast of Endicott. 


This site was doubtless picked for 


the camp of the Fremont expedition 


iA>uinm>siuirea to find an official. because Jt was well protected against 
route from Missouri to the Oregon3» surprise attack by Indians, f^rom 
countrv. and on the second day of 
May. 18*2. Jeft Washington. D. C-, 
arriving at St. Louis May 22. 1SS2. 
where preparations were completed 
for his expedition. 
"He selected 
a party of Creole 
and French Candian adventurers 
with the noted Kit Carson *s his 
cuide. He was also accompanied by 
two young friends, one being the son 
of Senator Thomas H. Benton. mak- 
ing in all twenty-eight men. H3s out- 
fit consisted of eight carts drawn by 
teams of mules, several head of rid- 
ing horses, and four oxen for food. 
"From Fremont's diary, the follow- 


ing is taken to *how his route 
through Jefferson county: 


" "June 22. 1842—Our midday halt 


was at Wyelh's Creek, in the bed of 
which were numerous boulders'." 
"Note—This w~s Rock Creek, aad 


the crossitu: was at Rock Greek sta- 
tion. Fremont's and Carson's names 
appear on a friaWs sandstone over- 
hanging Rock Creek, about Ihree- 
fourths of a m2c below the old Rock 
Creek crossing. 
"'On the standstone crowning Roc* 
Creek, one mils bstow Rock Creek.

almost every direction. 
Fremont's diary speaks of a te*e 
under which he pitched his teat, and 
on the crest of the knoll there is the 
andcnt stump of a tree. The size of 
the tree, according to others on the 
knoll, would indicate its age to be 
over sixty years.- aad it is said by 
old settlers that the tree was cut 
down at least thirty years aso. 
There are other sandstone out- 
croppings in the vicinity, and the 
names of "Wild Bill" fflckok and 
McCandless were formerly to oe seen 
on a cliff about two-thirds ot a mile 
to the southeast. The part in which 
they were carved has since fallen off 
and disintegrated. The McCandless 
ranch site where the celebrated 
Hickok-McCandlcss fight took place, 
can be seen from the crest of the 
knoll. 
Sandstone Weathers Rapidly. 


The sandstone Is exceptionally 
soft and weathers rapidly. The 
sJdes of the railroad cut through the 
ridge just back of the cliff have 
been worked on by water, frost and 
wind to produce striking erosion ef-

In addition to the Scouts in the

Historical Prologue. 


The show opens with the presen- 
tation of a prologue especially writ- 
ten for the circus by E. P. Brown.

HE final act of Rep. John 


H. Morehead of Falls 


City, in 
the 
seventy-first 


congress was to give notice, 
through an extension of re- 
marks in the Congressional 
Record, that he would press 
for changes in the rules of 
the house in the seventy- 
second congress. 


His proposals are for the pur- 


pose of cutting down appro- 
priations, not for making it 
easier to get measures before 
the house for consideration or 
for abolishing "gag rule," 
which are the aims of the 
democratic-insurgent move to 
change the rules in the next 
congres—a move which will 
be at least partly successful. 


In proposing his changes in the 


rules Representative Morehead said. 


"Being of a cautious nature, 


brought about by experience and 
observation. I view with consider- 
able apprehension the increasing 
expenditures of government... 


"There has been much discussion 


as to change of the rules for the 
orderly procedure of business in the 
house 
None have been of a na- 


ture that would 
effect'a 
great 


saving In the appropriations, to the 
taxpayers of the nation. 


Effect of Record Vote. 


"A member of the house should 


have the courage and sincerity of 
purpose to go on record on any leg- 
islative matter, or any appropria- 
tion, 
•when a large amount of 


money is involved. Many times in 
the appropriation of large sums, I 
ha\e seen the majority changed to 
a laige minority. 
When a record 


vote was forced, they had reversed 
their vo'o. 


"Therefore, when congress 
con- 


venes, I shall do everything in my 
power to get a rule compelling a 
record vote, and I am satisfied it 
will save several hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars to the people, and 
reduce the tremendous amount that 
is being appropriated"

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UNPLEASANT MEDICINE. . 


No two people will agree upon what constitutes 


reasonable and proper support for an Institution of 
the character of the University of Nebraska. Its 
friends believe it should be treated most generously. 
Its critics and those who are lukewarm toward "high- 
er education" give grudgingly. 


The records reveal that in the last four years the 


state has spent slightly in excess of $250,000 annually 
for the acquisition of land and the construction of 
new buildings for the University of Nebraska and all 
of its branches. It is doubtful if any educational in- 
stitution of the size and standing of Nebraska has 
been more conservatively treated In the funds allotted 
to it for development. It is the largest university be- 
tween the Missouri river and the Pacific coast region. 
Thousands of students are enrolled in its courses an- 
nually. It draws, not onlv from the state, but from 
the surrounding states of Ear-ras, Missouri, Colorado, 
Oklahoma, North and South Dakota, Wyoming, Iowa, 
and Montana. 


In the last two biennlums, the legislatures have ap- 


propriated $1,015,000 for development. The total ap- 
propriation of the legislature of 1927 was $500,000, out 
of which but one new building for class room pur- 
poses on the city campus could be built. The regents 
spent $42,500 for the purchase of land; $285,000 for 
the construction of Andrews hall; $9,000 for improve- 
ments on the law library, or a total of $336,500 for 
the city campus. They spent $50,000 for a dormitory at 
the Curtis agricultural school, and $75,000 for hospi- 
tal equipment at the Omaha medical college. A green- 
house at the agricultural college cost $23,000 and $15,- 
000 was divided between North Platte and Curtis for 
improvements there. In 1929, the legislature provided 
$515,000 for development, of which $315,000 was used 
for the building of a joint heat, • light, and power 
plant and $200,000 set aside to begin the dormitory 
program, In the first step of which $106,214.45 has 
been used to buy land.• 
« • 


Surely no one will brand that as an extravagant 


use of the taxpayers' money. It is difficult to ima- 
gine how it could have been less if Nebraska >vere to 
maintain a pretense of building a great university. 


Gradually time outlaws any building. Some of 


"those which are now being used, were built years ago 
and are unsuited and unadapted for use. Mindful, 
however, of the tax burden which has been so heavy, 
the board of regents has never contemplated aband- 
oning any of the physical plant. It would have been 
content with the program which enabled it to keep 
pace with the increasing enrollment of recent years. 


If that increase were but two hundred students a 


year, it would mean that at the lowest estimate, one 
new building should be added every biennium to pro- 
vide classroom facilities for the undergraduates. 
In 


the last four years, we have built just half what any 
sane and reasonable program requires. 
The power 


plant, which was the only new construction under- 
taken in the two years from 1929 to 1931, is to serve 
not only the university, but the new capitol as well. 
It In no way relieves the congestion existing at the 
university. 


What is needed In connection with the University 


of Nebraska is a modest, long-time building program. 
It would be far more economical and far less burden- 
some if we were to provide for present needs during 
each biennium. Instead of permitting them to pile up 
until huge sums of money are required to meet the 
emergencies. There is a definiteness and stability to 
a program of that character, which avoids mistakes 
and wastes. It gives a permanence which makes 
careful planning possible and which enables the ad- 
ministrative officers to secure the maximum return In 
beauty and efficiency for every expenditure.

There win never be a generation which does not 


kick on taxes. They are unpleasant medicine always. 
The public may anticipate that there will be the com- 
plaint which has been heard continuously sines tha 
Boston tea party. 


More than that, the benefits of expenditures for ed- 


ucation itself are intangible. We can't place a value 
on citizenship. We can't measure in dollars and cents 
the worth of culture and intelligence and of cultivated 
tastes. But the goal of civilization Is happiness and 
contentment. If through our colleges and universities, 
young men and young women may live more splen- 
didly and happily, all of the treasure poured into the 
campuses and buildings of the educational plants is 
well spent. An attractive campus, and splendid build- 
ings at the University of Nebraska should prove an 
inspiration to all th* people of Nebraska, It is their 
university and in an increasing degree, they are be- 
coming more deeply attached to it. 


To deny it any chance of keeping pace with the 


rival institutions In the central west during the next 
two years, as Governor Bryan has. is to say to it that, 
it shall lag and fall behind. There is no emergency 
calling for such drastic action. Had Governor Bryan 
during his campaign Indicated by word or action that 
It was his plan to cut off every cent of money for 
building purposes, he would have been defeated. Mr. 
Bryan was too shrewd a politician So suggest that 
last November. The univcrsi'y is deserving of better 
treatment than it has received from Mr. Bryan,

AT THREE RIVERS. 


It was seven years ago that Mr. Doheny admitted he 


had given former Secretary of the Interior A. B. Fall

wealth, Mr. Doheny may have been accustomed to 
carrying that much money around in a little satchel, 
but the Supreme court apparently had a different idea 
of it. At least, Mr. Fall, charged with betraying the 
public trust which he held, was convicted in connec- 
tion with the oil land scandal and driven into disgrace 
and retirement. 


Once again Fall's name bobs up in the news col- 


umns. He is broke, sick at heart, and ready to take 
whatever punishment his country may see fit to in- 
flict upon him. He has nothing except the slender 
funds which his wife ekes from the dairy herd main- 
tained on the old Fall land. He is through fighting; 
will not attempt to press his appeal, in his eifort to 
establish his innocence and to clear his name. 


There was a day when Fall was powerful in the 


councils of the republican party. He served as United 
States senator for years. He was one of the trusted 
leaders who obtained the nomination of the late War- 
ren Harding at the Chicago convention in 1920. Hard- 
ing's election resulted in Fall's elevation to the presi- 
dent's cabinet. ' It was a fitting climax to a life of 
glamorous adventures, which led him over the moun- 
alns in the early days, with Doheny by his side, in 
search of oil and gold. As the old chap sits on his 
porch in the sunlight, twisting his inveterate cigar, it 
is to be hoped his thoughts are philosophically in- 
clined. He was, after all, only a puppet and a sym- 


in the amazing chain of corruption unfolded in 


the national capitol. He has been punished greatly. 


Viewing the picture, however, it is Impossible to 


overlook the devoted wife and daughters, who have 
fought constantly by his side, soothing him, comforti- 
ng him, seeking to ease the pain. Perhaps there is 
comfort enough in that to deaden the pain in his 
neart. 


NON-UNANIMOUS VERDICTS. 


Every legislature does a great many things which 


are displeasing to large numbers of people of the 
state. This is inevitable. It requires only a majority 
n each house to enact an ordinary measure without 
he emergency clause, and often bills receive bare ma- 
orities, shov/ing that there are practically as many 
members opposed as there are in favor of such meas- 
ures. Frequently one house will be strongly for an 
act and the other as warmly opposed. So in very 
many cases legislation is a compromise and is not 
he crystalized sentiment even of the body which en- 
acts It. 


This being the case, it is safe to say that the action 
the Nebraska senate in Indefinitely postponing the 


VanKirk measure, which would allow the people of the 
tate to vote on a constitutional amendment, permit- 
ing non-unanimous verdicts in misdemeanor and fel- 
>ny cases, lacks a great deal of representing the sen- 
iment of the citizenry of Nebraska. Within a few 
'ears the enactment of such an amendment would 
aved to the taxpayers of the state much more than 
toe difference between the Bryan budget and the 
house appropriation bill. 


Those who know the ways of criminals and of 
hose attorneys who make a specialty of defending 
-iolators of the law, know how difficult it is to ob- 
ain a conviction, especially against a member of an 
rganizEd criminal ring, with unlimited 
financial 


sacking. The skilled and adroit defender is able to 
'ring into play every trick of the profession for the 
lurpose of confusing the unsophisticated juror and 
n the end to play upon his emotions to a degree that 
makes him anything but a competent judge. Then, 
deplorable as it may be, it must be admitted that 
here are persons who would "hang" a jury for a con- 
ideration. 
If half of a legislative body may say what shall be- 
ome law and what shall not, it would seem to be 
juite ridiculous to say that ten out of twelve men 
hall not be allowed to decide whether an accused per- 
on Is guilty or innocent of an offense with which he 
r she Is charged. As a matter of fact the jury sys- 
em is a relic of an age long since past, when mon- 
rchs and the nobility were wont to arbitrarily de- 
rive people of their properties and their liberty, or 
ven of their lives. It was to circumvent these de- 
poilers that the system was devised, and it now serves 
more frequently to retard justice than to promote it. 


The grand jury has for many years been all but 
dead letter in Nebraska and the state has got along 


without it just as well as those which cling to it. The 
ventual abolition of the petit jury is inevitable, but 
; is not to be expected that it will be entirely done 
way with for many years. There is no valid reason, 
owever, why the people of the state should not be 
llowed to say whether they are willing to allow five- 
Ixth verdicts to be returned.

OXE-MAX GOVERNMENT. 


Governor Bryan fought the civil 
administrative 


ode. 
It was extravagant and inefficient and It was 


worse—it was one-man government. ThU newspaper 


greed with Governor Bryan on the civil admlnlstra- 
ive code—it had been waging the fight before th» 
governor had become a convert. 


Yet the governor, with a sprinkling of democrats in 
he house, is utilizing something which came with the 
ode to vest autocratic power in him over appropria- 
tions. It Js the budget provision which requires sixty 
votes to override the governor's veto. Mr. Bryan and 
his democratic friends in the house are providing a 
strange spectacle. They fought McKelvie for set- 
ting up a one-man government. Now they are turn- 
ing around and doing what they condemned him for 
doing. This amazing inconsistency will not trouble 
them, however. Mir. Bryan is never troubled over s 
thing like that. He can take more hurdles in opposite 
directions than any political acrobat in Nebraska. 


It was not intended the legislature should be a 


rubber-stamp lor the governor. If his voice and hJs 
win was to be absolute, there would be no need of 
spending from $100.000 to $150,000 every tw,o years for 
a legislative session. The governor could formulate the 
laws, decide upon appropriations, and do 3t within, 
less than a tenth of the time if it were Intended his 
judgment should be conclusive. 
Nebraska operates 


under a system of checks and balances in no less a 
degree than the federal government. The legislature 
is a co-ordinaJc branch ol government to check abuse 
of power by ths executive. It is Jhe plain duty of the 
lawmakers to apply their judgment and experience 
in the matter of appropriations. 


There is a great deal now being said about taking 


Mr. Bryan at his word, passing his appropriation bill, 
and letting the blame fall upon him. That would be 
cowardly but It would be worse than cowardly. 
It 


would be duck soup for as resourceful and as clever 
a politician as Charley Bryan. Within lour months, 
after ncccsserr activities were seriously crippled. Gov- 
ernor Bryan would be -saying to the people of the 
state: "The legislature agreed with me on this.'" And 
the people would accept Mr. Bryan's statement be- 
cause if it passes his budget bill It wcmld place Its 
approval upon the measure. No amount of explain- 
ing could alter that fact. The legislator, who acajnst 
his judgment rotes for the bill In its present form, 
would be wasting his breath when he attempts to say 
he voted against his will and his judgment. 


There Is no other course open for the senate or 


the house but to light it out with Mr. Bryan, One- 
man rule is not tolerated 3n a democracy. The sen- 
ate might kill Mr. Bryan's appropriation bill and 
send word to ths house n win 1a*a no action until 
there Is a measure sent to the upper branch drawn 
in arcordance with the view.? of the overwhelming 
membership of both branches. 
That might 


some cf the sting out ol Mr. Bryan's whip.

Can Methodists and 
Congrecra- 


tionalists unite w i t h B a p t i s t 
churches without baptism by im- 
mersion? 


ANSWER. 


The particular Baptist church to 


which admission is sought deter- 
mines the answer to your question. 
Contrary to common supposition. 
English Baptist churches did not 
originally insist on immersion as a 
condition of membership. By the 
middle of the seventeenth century, 
however, the rite was thus adminis- 
tered among the Calvinistic com- 
munions of that denomination, and 
it is now generally observed. 


But every Baptist church is au- 


tonomous in government. Under this 
law of liberty, not a few such 
churches in Great Britain and our 
northern states receive candidates 
without requiring their Immersion. 
Some would go further, and receive 
by sprinkling persons who had not 
been baptized at all. 
One of the foremost living. Baptist 


ministers received into the church 
his own children by sprinkling and 
not by immersion. But this is an 
unusual instance, which the major- 
ity of his devout fellow Baptists 
would deplore as the surrender of a 
vital principle. The general conclu- 
sion would seem to be that while 
in certain sections the mode of bap- 
tism is becoming less important for 
many Baptists, their main body still 
holds to it as essential to conscious 
and voluntary confession of faith in 
Christ.

a calendar which brings Easter on 
the same day every year? 


ANSWER. 


The World Calendar Association, 
Inc., located at 485 Madison avenue, 
New York City, has recently pub- 
lished a pamphlet 
by Elizabeth 


Achelis 
containing a scheme for 


which the following advantages are 
claimed .It is said to be balanced in 
structure and perpetual in form; to 
stabilize all holidays and place them 
as a rule on Mondays; to respect 
religious customs, and arrange for 
Easter to fall regularly on a fixed 
date. 


To achieve these results only seven 


changes are made in the existing 
calendar year. February is given 
two additional days; the 31st days 
of March, May and August are elim- 
inated; April is given thirty-one 
days, and December 31 is converted 
into what is termed Year Day. 


Ancient nations measured time by 
the moon's changes because its reg- 


ular phases were easier to study 
than those of nny other heavenly 
body. Moon calendars were divided 
into twelve months of thirty days 
each, and the day and night into 
twenty-four hours. But these moou 
changes required only 3GO days. The 
Egyptians soon discovered the error 
in their calculations and added five 
days to the year without disturbing 
the twelve-month division. 


Centuries later Julius Caesar con- 


quered Egypt, and made its calendar 
the basis of his famous reform. The 
year of 365 days and C hours was 
established, and the leap year of 366 
days every four years was intro- 
duced. This Julian calendar was 
adopted by the Romans in 49 B. C., 
who were then the masters of the 
world. 


Pope Gregory XIII rectified tome 


defects in the Julian calendar, and 
his revision was adopted by nil 
Catholic countries in 
1582 A. D. 


Germany accepted it in 1700, Great 
Britain and her colonies in 1752. It 
is this calendar with which Miss 
Achelis deals, and I recommend her 
pamphlet to your attention. It is an 
exceedingly interesting and scholar- 
ly bit of work.• » •

"The battery set is giving way 


every day to the unproved all-elec- 
tric device," he says, "princroally 
because in the last few years, both 
the purchase price and maintenance 
cost of all-electric receivers have 
greatlv decreased, while the quality 
of reception in high-grade non-bat- 
tery sets has vastly improved." 
With the advent of full electric 


operation the upkeep of a receiver 
has become decidedly more eco- 
nomical. No longer is there the cost 
of new storage batteries, nor cheug- 
mg these batteries, nor of replacing 
B batteries—a total which ran per- 
haps $50 or more a year In the elec- 
tric set the only cost, aside from tube 
renewal on rare occasions, is the 
negligible charge for the current.
